SON-IN-LAW ALSO HURT. 


B. G. Lewis Was Paraly zed and His 
D aughter Bruised In a Bun- 
aw ay Yesterday Morning. 


Thomas 
Westlake, 
aged 
8 3 
y ears, who made his home at the 
residence of J. 
M. 
Licklider, 
a 
son-in-law, at Fifteenth street and 
Ingram avenue, a part of the time, 
was so badly injured in a runaway 
accident y esterday morning that 
he died three hours afterward. 
B. G. Lewis was also a victim 
of two horses’ 
mad flight, and 
now lies upon a bed at the home of 
Mr. Licklider, partially paraly zed, 
while his daughter. Miss Rose, is 
nursing a couple of cuts about her 
head. 
^ 
Mr. Lewis is a well-known and 
well-to-do farmer, and resides with 
his family near Dumpville, a little 
station on the narrow gauge, some 
eight miles from Sedalia. 
Mr. Lewis had business in this 
city y esterday , and started from 
home at an early hour, driving a 
gentle black team to a spring w ag­ 
on. 
His two daughters, 
Althea 
and Rose, and his father-in-law, 
Mr. Westlake, occupied seats in 
the vehicle. 
Every thing 
had 
progressed 
smoothly on the trip until a mile 
or so on this side of Flat creek, 
when they were overtaken by a 
thunder storm. 
Miss Althea raised her umbrella 
to protect herself from the falling 
rain. 
Mr. Lewis told her to put 
^down the umbrella, but it was too 
late, for a sudden gust of wind 
turned the umbrella wrong side 
out and frightened the horses into 
a dead run, Mr. Lewis completely 
losing control of the once gentle 
team. 
The horses ha'd proceeded about 
100 y ards, when they came to a 
turn in the road at Ingram avenue. 
They dashed around the 
corner 
like a whirlwind and overturned 
the wagon, with a crash that could 
be heard q uite a distance. 
All the occupants were thrown 
violently upon 
the 
w^ell-trodden 
road. 
M r. Westlake was the first to 
move after being thrown upon the 
ground, and, 
raising upon 
one 
hand and his knees, asked 
Mr, 
Lewis, who lay still as death, ii he 
was badly hurt. 
Mr. Lewis was unable to rise for 
some time on account of his bruises 
and the partial paraly sis sustained, 
libut when he did, he found that 
M r. 
W estlake’s right wrist and 
three ribs on the left side were 
broken, 
and that his daughter. 
Miss Rose, had sustained a few 
cuts about the head. 
Miss Althea 
escaped unharmed. 
A gentleman who resided near 
the scene of the accident, came to 
the assistance of the unfortunate 
people and removed them to the 
home of Mr. Licklider, where, at 


I 130 o ’clock p. in., Mr. Westlake 
died. 
A D em o c r a t reporter called at 
the home of Mr. 
Licklider and 
learned from Mr. Lewis the partic­ 
ulars as given above. 
A further investigation of Mr. 
W estlake’s 
injuries, after death, 
however, revealed that every rib on 
the left side had been torn loose, 
three being broken. 
The horses which caused so much 
destruction and the loss of one liie 
were caught a mile from the scene 
^ ^ the accident uninjured, and the 
vehicle escaped damage. 
The funeral will take place from 
the residence of Mr. 
Licklider, 
Fifteenth and Ingram avenue, at i 


o’clock this afternoon, Rev. Felix 
R. Hill, jr., pastor of the First M. 
E. church, so’ith, conducting the 
services. 
Mr, Westlake had been a resi­ 
dent of Pettis county for the prist 
half a century , 
lie was a member 
of the First M. E. church, south, 
and an honest, upright, good citi­ 
zen. 
His demise will be sincerely 
regretted by a 
large 
circle of 
friends, whose sy mpathy will be 
ex tended to the sorrowing rela­ 
tives,

It may not tend to 
check the mob spirit in Louisiana 
because the general government is 
liable for damages, but it ought to 
warn thm king citizens that if the 
government must be responsible 
for the acts of the mob it must de­ 
vise some means of dealing with 
the mob, or making states or local­ 
ities responsible for the damages. 
There is a serious question of state 
rights involved in this proposition, 
but states may forestall the issue 
by legislation

counties responsible for damages in 
sucli cases.

Further concessions have been 
made by the eastern railroads to 
persons attending the next G. A . 
R . encampment

next month. 
A t first they decided to make a 
rate of i cent a mile only to per­ 
sons making a continuous trip, and 
those wanting to stop over at any 
point were to pay a rate of one 
fare plus $2 for the round trip. 
The N e w Y o r k Central was not 
a party to the first arrangement, 
and gave notice that it would not 
violate its rule that anybody trav­ 
eling by it, regardless of the style 
of ticket, could stop over at N ia­ 
gara Falls. 
Then the Baltimore 
and Ohio declared that it would 
allow its patrons to stop over at 
Washington, if they desired, on

others. 
Therefore, all the eastern roads 
have agreed that 
persons taking 
advantage of the rate of i cent a 
mile to go to the G. A . R . en­ 
campment may stop over at either 
Niagara

or 
Washington. 
Persons wanting to stop over

any other intermediate points must 
pay the rate of one fare, plus $2. 
This will entitle 
them 
to go to 
Philadelphia by any direct route, if 
they choose. 
For example,

can go via W ashington, and stop 
off there, and return from Phila­ 
delphia via W ashington, and stop 
over there. 
Stop overs are limited 
in each case to ten days.

In his formal declaration of i n­ 
solvency , filed at D aw son J uly 29 , 
M c D ona ld states his liabilities to 
be approx im ately $6 ,000,000,while 
there is no w ay of fully com p uting 
his assets, as his investments are of 
largely 
problematical value. 
As 
they will have to be specified, M c ­ 
D onald himself say s there will not 
be enough to go around, although 
he believes the ultimó te value will 
prove $20,000,000 at least.

deed, lie appears relieved.

W h e n M c D ona ld married M a r ­ 
garet Chisholm in London F e br u­

various dispatches that he carried 
with him for ex pense money fully
